
THE PROVISIONS OF THE LAW RELATING TO THE 
SALE OF CATTLE FOODS. 

The attention of dealers in cattle foods and of purchasers 

is respectfully invited to the requirements of the Concentrated- 
Feeding Stuffs I<aw now in force in New York. 

For the sake of simplicity the main provisions of the law are 
summarized below : 

1. Feeding siuffs not covered by the law: Hays and straws, 
and the entire grains of wheat, rye, barley, oats, maize (corn), 
buckwheat and broom corn, either whole or ground into meal ;. 
also bran and middlings from wheat, rye and buckwheat when 
sold as such. 

2 . Feeding stuffs which are included in the law : Linseed meals, 
cottonseed meals, pea-meals, cocoanut meals, gluten meals, gluten 
feeds, maize feeds, starch feeds, sugar feeds, dried brewer's grains,, 
malt sprouts, hominy feeds, cerealine feeds, rice meals, oat feeds, 
corn and oat chops, ground beef or fish scraps, mixed feeds, 
and all other materials of similar nature. 

3. Those feeding stuffs included in the law may be sold 
legally provided a license fee of $25 is paid annually and the 
material when sold in bags is marked with the name of the brand, 
the name of the manufacturer and the guaranteed percentages of 
protein and fat. When sold in bulk the dealer must furnish the 
buyer with these facts. Dealers should insist on being supplied 
with the correct statements from the manufacturer or jobber. 

4. The law holds each dealer responsible for selling 
these materials legally. 

5. It is provided, however, that when the manufacturer 
or jobber pays the license fee and files the necessary 
guarantee of composition the dealer need not do either 
and may handle the brand legally when the goods are properly 
marked. Dealers should be careful to handle only licensed goods. 

6. Below is a list of brands licensed for 1901 which dealers 
may handle legally during the year named. 
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7. Dealers should be on their guard as to the product of local 
mills where oat hulls and other by-products are introduced into 
the various chops, mixed feeds, etc. These come within the pro- 
visions of the law. 

8. Mixed wheat offals cannot be sold legally simply under the 
name of mixed feeds. These mixtures must be marked as pure 
bran and middlings. 

9. A representative of the Station will take samples of feeds 
at various times, and dealers to whom this circular is sent will be 
considered as not ignorant of the law. 

ro. Consumers should refuse to buy any brands of feeds com- 
ing within the provisions of the law unless they are licensed and 
proper information is given as to their source and composition.
